A DISGRACE TO THE STATE. 

For years past, however, tne Executive 
Mansion has been a disgrace to the State. It 
has stood as a relic of ante-bellum days. Its 
Walls were dingy with age, ceilings were 
cracked and about to fall, the ceiling of the 
grand state dining-room threatenihg disaster 
to assembled guests upon every occasion it 
was used. Sewer gas pervaded every apart- 
ment, and, altogether, it was about as unin- 
viting a place to be selected for the habita- 
tion ofa human being as could be found 
anywhere. Such was the condition of the 


mansion when Gov. Oglesby ‘retired to his

A 
committee to make an examination of the 
premises was finally appointed, and its mem- 
bers—both,. Republicans and Democrats 
found there was pressing necessity for im- 
mediate action. True, large amounts of 
money have been expenaed in repairs, but 


} the building had simply been patched here 


and there, until nothing remained but 
patches. 

Thirteen thousand dollars was appropri- 
ated to be used in genérally remodeling and 
refurnishing .the building, and thé super- 
vision of the work was placed in the hands 
of three Commissioners who served without 
remunerauon— Col. N. B. Wigains, Dr. George 
Pasfleld, and E. L. Merritt. The avpropria- 
tion seemed limited for the great amount of 
work to be done, but plans submitted . 
George H. Helme the architect 


were adopted, and work began in July las-. 


A foree of thirty men has been constantly 
employed since and the work has just been 
completed. The Executive Mansion is today, 
in every respect, a mansion in all the word 
implies. 

„Bike the improvement, do you?’ re- 
marked the Governor. to the correspondent. 
“Well, we didn’t indulge in any of the high 
tones for which Patti is noted; we couldn’t 
charge so much admission, so we contented 
ourselves wittysomething subdued and light.“ 
he continued in his dry, humorous way, 
speaking of the interior finish.

EXTBRIOR CHANGES. 

But little change has been made upon the 
exterior of the building, so far as its general 
outline is concerned. The old-fashioned 
small glass windows have been replaced with 
elegant ones of plate-glass of new design, 
with panels filled in beneath. On the gast 
side a large and roomy bay-window has been 
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added, with large plate- glass, capped with a 
handsome art transom, giving a beautiful 
effect. The dingy red colored walls have 
been changed to a light color, making the 
general appearance much more pleasing. 

The interior is practically entirely new. 
All the apartments have been handsomely 
frescoed and decorated in bright and delicate 
tints, throwing a subdued beauty over the 
furnishings and enhancing the pleasing ef- 
fect. New heating apparatus has been sup- 
phed, changing from the direct to the indi- 
rect method; the old plumbing has been re- 
placed with the latest sanitary improve- 
ments, and there is now a thorough system 
of ventilation. 

One of the principal changes, and one 
which strikes the eye of the visitor as a 
marked improvement, is the removal of the 
old spiral stairway which led from the sec- 
ond-story hall into the observatory at the top 
of the mansion. This has been replaced by 
a dome ceiling, with rose art window, and is 
agem of art. It is haadsomely frescoed in 
delicate shades of biue, buff, and pink, in- 
terwoven with gilt, and gives a charming ef- 
fect. A decoration for the lower hall and 
stairway in low relief work of an entwining 
vine of ivy leaves culminates at its base. 

Upon entering the mansion the first change 
noticed is the erection pf inside doors, capped 
by an art transom in subdued colors, form- 
ing a small vestibule, which has been much 
needed, especially when public receptions 
are givea. The visitor is shown into a hand- 
somely furnished apartment to the right— 
the Goveruor's office—and is at once im- 
pressed with the simple elegance of the sur- 
roundings. The Governor's office1s carpeted

WHEATON 5 HORRORS 


Charges Against the Pere 
Sustained by the State Board.

Fred H. Wines, seated among a group of 
friends at the Grand Pacille last night, re- 
lated instance af ter instance of inhumanities 
to the insane in the county poorhouses of the 
State that made the investigations just com- 


| pleted by the State Board of Charities at 


Wheaton seem like the first installment of a 
highly-colored continued story. 

Picking up his report to the Governor on 
the Du Page County Poorhouse, Mr. Wines 
dropped into recollections of lige nature 
during his long service as Secretary of the 


I have seen,” he said, pporhouses 
where fifty insane women have been regu- 
larly bathed by male attendants, ana when I 
protested the officer in charge replied it was 
a matter of charity to bathe the women at 
all, as the County Board had refused to hire 
a woman attendant. 

“Ihave seen nude insane women when 
they were in full view not only of the insane 
men, but of ail the paupers and every one 
who happened along. . 

“IT have seen an idiotic boy walled up in a 
room ‘that made these Wheaton celle large 
in comparison, and kept there until ne died. 

“These things and many others I have 
seen as horrible, but seldom has a mere ar- 
raignment oy the State Board overcome the 
spirit of economy among county officials 
when once it had taken a firm hold.” 

Mr. Wines wrote out his report covering 
the investigations into the horrers of the 
Wheaton almshouse late Saturday afternoon, 
and it was signed by himself and the Rev. 
Charles G. Trusdeil,a member of the board, 
and then forwarded to Gov. Fifer, who had 
ordered the investigation. 

Gov. Fifer late yesterday telegraphed Mr. 
Wines to make the report public, 

The report first sets out the charges made 
by Miss Mary Coons and Miss Mary Knip- 
pen,-who visited the Wheaton Poorhouse in 
November and found insane women in a 
horrible conaituon. Then follow in detail the 
exposures made of the inhumanities prac- 
ticed in the poorhouse, which had led to the 
investigation. 

THE CHARGES MAINLY SUSTAINED. 
The report then says: 

We are pained to be compelled to report that 
while the charges were not sustained in every 
minute detail, they were sustained as a whole by 
the sworn testimony of witnesses whose truth- 
fulness was not attempteg to be impeached. The 
evidence introduced in rebuttal principally 
tended to show that tne statements were some- 
what ex and sensational; ‘that the con- 
dition of insane women—Miss Louisa 
Schuessler and Miss Mary Babel—wés not at ali 
times what it was Nov. 22 and 27; that the coun- 
ty authorities had no intention of ‘doing anything 
wrong, but supposed they were doing the best for 
them that could be done under the cireumstances. 

Ii is our opinion that apartments of this 
description are unfit places in which to keep in- 
sané patients, even if the apartments are com- 
fortably furnished and kept perfectly clean, be- 
cause of their insufficient size. We are further 
of the opinion that there is sufficient accommo- 
dation in the State hospitals for all insane per- 
sons who require mechanical restraint or isola- 
tion, and that no such patients should ever be 
discharged from the State institutions. In tha 
case no necessity could rest upon amy of the au- 
thorities of any county in the State to provide 
any insane department planned, as this is, for 
the seclusion of insane paupers in single cells. 

Louisa Schuessler and Mary Babel are chronic 
cases of many years’ standing. In the hospital 
at Elgin the former gave no special or er- 
traordinary trouble, but Miss Babel was an un- 
commonly difficult patient to handle, We have 
been unable to ascertain who recommended her 
discharge, but it is impossible to justify it, in view 
of the language of the statute, which provides 
that in the retention of chronic insane patients 
preference shall be given to the vidlent, danger- 
ous, or otherwise troublesome. 

Miss Schuessler was brought to the almshouse 
from the hospital Sept. 2 ana Miss Babel Oct. 2. 
They remained until Dec. , or about three and 
four months, respectively. So leng as Miss 
Schuessier was the sole occupant of the insane 
department for women she had the freedom of 
the corridor as weil as of her cell. But when 
Miss Babel arrived it became necessary to con- 
fine each of them in a wooden box little more 
than seven feet square. These cells were not 
originally lined with zinc. But both of the 
women were destructive and filthy in their nabits. 
They tore their clothing and their bedding, they 
ponnded on the floor with their bedsteads, they 
emptied the contents of their vessels on the floor 
and daubed the walls with filth; they smashed 
earthen jars and reduced tin slop-pails to a 
shapeless mass of metal 

THES KEEPER’S IGNORANCE. 

The keeper of the institition, Mr. George 
Broughton, who was a good farmer and probably 
a good man, but wholly inexperienced in the 
management of the insane, first took away their 
bedsteads, then removed their beds and bedding 
by day, putting in ticks filled with straw for their 
use at night. Finding it impossible to clean the 
filth from the cracks in the plank walls of their 
cells, the walls and floor were lined with 
zinc in order to enable them to keep 
them in a somewhat more tidy state. 
There were no openingsin the zinc lining for 
drainage, and the result must be apparent with- 
out putting it in words. Mr. Broughton claims 
that the cells were scrubbed ont daily, and 
oftener if necessary; he employed a man for this 
purpose, because, as he alleges, but as we do’ 
not believe, no woman strong enough to handle 
Miss Babel could be hired to render this service. 

The Chairman of the County Board says that 
it is useless to deny that there was a stench, and 
that they did not know how to get rid of it. The 
man employed to clean the cells threw up his 
job, in spite of an offered increase of wages, be- 
cause of the duties required of him, There were 
no chairs or benches in the célis. These un- 
fortunate women had to stand, or to sit 
or lie on the floor. And there was no female 
attendant to care for them. Accordingly it was 
the custom of Mr. Broughton himsel!, with the 
help of the hired man, to bathe them in 2 tub, 
as he says, several times a week. He claims

One circumstance we must mention—namely: 
that the keeper's residence is detached from the 
buildmg occupied by the paupers, and that, al- 
though the door of the insane department for 
women was kept locked by day to prevent intru- 
sion upon them. it was unlocked at night in order 
to admit of getting at them in case of necessity. 
The other paupers were locked in their rooms; 
but, in the words of the keeper. himself, there 
was nothing to prevent the hired male attend- 
ant and the workmen who slept in the 
poorhouse from having access to these women 
for immoral purposes, “if they were meu 
enough to do so.” 

After the exposure the Board of Supervisors 
of Du Page County adopted with only one dis- 
senting vote a resoluuon declaring the manage- 
ment of the poorhouse to be admirable and 
wholly satisfactory. Whatever may have been 
thelr motives, the men and women who brought 
about this investigation rendered a service to 
humsnity at great personal risk and cost, for 
which they merit tne thanks of every friend of 
the insane. 

It is difficult to apportion rightly the responsi- 
bility for the state of affairs of which complaint 
is here made, We absolve the board and its 
agents ot any criminal intention or willful and 
conscious cruelty. They were simply ignorant 
and careless—possibly no more so than the 
majority of men who occupy a similar 
relation to the care of the insane, 
nor did they take any steps to inform them- 
Selves. If they had been less indifferent to the 
sufferings of paupers and less absorbed in build- 
ing and in caring for the farm, a little thought 
and refiection ought to have made them cor- 
scious of their neglect. It needs no expert 
knowledge to teach men who have never seen 
an insane woman that no woman ought to be 
bathed by the hands of men or left exposed at 
night to the peril of a possible criminal assault. 

It seems © us of greater consequence to 
point out the way io which similar abuses may 
be prevented in the future. Additional legisla- 
non is demanded for the care of 
the insane of Illinois in certain @rec- 
tions which we proceed briefly to indicate in the 
hope that your Excellency will bring this subject 
to the attention of the General Assembly at its 
next session. 

AMEND TH# LAWS. * 

For twenty years past we have vainly endeav- 
ored to secure a revision of the lunacy laws of 
this State, which are extremely defective. You 
are aware of the great difficulty of inducing 
the Legislature to acknowledge the demand 
for additional provision for the -insane in 
State institutions and to meet it. Even when 
the additions all have been made to the four ex- 
isting State hospitals for the insane for 
which the last General Assembly appro- 
priated money, these hospitals will accommo- 


date little more than one-half of our insane. 


The rest must be cared for by cheir families, and, 
if that is impossible, the county alms 

afford the only available refuge for them. Yet 
there is no law on our statute books to regulate 
the care of the insane on county farms It is 
even a matter of doubt whether they can be 
legally committed to them or detained.in them. 
No doubt a popular impression exists’ that the 


State Commissioners of Public Charities ‘have | 


power to prevent or to remedy the abuse of the 
lmsane on county farms. But they have no such 
power. 

Until the Legislature shall see fit to lodge the 
requisite powerin the hands of this board, or to 
vest it in some other agency in which it may 
repose greater confidence, there is no remedy 
except in public sentiment for any . uncohscious 
and unintentional ctuelty to the insane of which 


the boards may jm their ignorance or parsimony 


be guilty. 

We have asked the Legislature for power sim- 
ply to appoint local Boards of Visitors to the 
county almshouses and jails, to serve without 
pay, with whom we might be in correspondence 
and who might expose abuses when they exist or 

correct nem by moral suasion without 
ty. But this has been denied. 

We have asked for power to order the transfer 
of insane patients not properly cared for on 
county farms to State hospitals for the insane 
without the consent of the county authorities or 
of the hospital. superintendents, at our discre- 
tion. But this has been denied. 

We have asked that the county officials before 
erecting buildings for the care of insane paupers 
shall be required to submit the plans of such 
buildings to us for approval. But this also has 
been denied, . 

DUTY OF THE LEGISLATURE. 

It appears to us that the Legislature ought 
either to provide for more efficient oversight and 
control of the insane on county farms or else 
forbid their reception and retention in county 
almshouses. 

We respectfully call your attention to the case 
of Miss Babel, who is not a legal resident of the 
State or the United States, but who has been, 
we think, a public charge for about a dozen 
years and has cost the people of Illinois, who 
are not responsible for her care, between $2,000 
and $3,000. Ought not provision tobe made by 
law for the return to theirown homes, in other 
States or lands, of all similar cases? This is 
done in New York and Massachusetts. The 
number of such cases is quite large and they are 
not covered by any existing legislation. 

Finally, we point to a fresh illustration of the 
absurdity of the present mode of commitment of 
the insane by jury which came to our knowledge 
during this inyestigation.. In the case of Mrs. 
Whitcomb, to which reference has been made, it 
appears that she had two jury trials, one week 
apart, that the same physician was Mreman of 
both juries, and that the first jury declared 
her sane and that the second jury 
declared her insane. This physician | 
was on the witness stand. and he asked to be per- 


mitted to explain so striking an snomaly, which | 


he proceeded to do by stating that the first jury 
declared her sane, not because she was really 
sane but because her aunt was willing to take 
charge of her, and so save expense (although 
she was a recent and curable case) to the county 
and the State. Probably many verdicts ren- 
dered by juries in insane cases have no more sub- 
3 basis than this.
